Kra uss wa s g iv en first a id a nd then rushed by a mbu­ 
la nce to Co rnwa ll Ho spita l suffering a bro ken a nkle, fra c­ 
tured spleen a nd a fra ctured skull, a ll receiv ed in the cra sh. 
His co nditio n is listed a s critica l. 
Killed in the cra sh o f the Piper 1 4 0 pla ne, wa s Ra y mo nd 
Andro Jr., o f 31 Church Street, New Pa ltz, who se fa ther is 
ma na g er o f the Ro cking Ho rse Ra nch. An a uto psy a t the 
ho spita l disclo sed Andro died o f a skull fra cture. 
Rented in Wa llkill 
The pla ne wa s rented a t Ko belt Airpo rt in Wa llkill o n 
W ednesda y a fterno o n fo r a flig ht to Linden, N. J. Kra uss 
wa s a pa sseng er in the ill-fa ted a ircra ft. A spo kesma n a t 
Ko belt’s sa id the two men were due to la nd a t the a irpo rt 
Thursda y mo rning . 
Inv estig a to rs sa id the pla ne left the New Jersey a irpo rt 
Thursda y a t 6 a . m. It repo rtedly cra shed o n fo g -shro uded 
ro cky Shunnumunk Mo unta in a bo ut 7, a n ho ur a fter ta ke­ 
o ff. 
Andro a ppa rently wa s killed insta ntly . Kra uss ma na g ed 


to free himself from the wreckage of the aircraft. He was 
in sev ere shock and was stu nned by the impact of the crash. 
Throu gh the day he remained on the mou ntainside, nu rs­ 
ing his inju ries as the broken bones continu ed to intensify 
the pain and su ffering. 
The badly inju red man set off on his jou rney down the 
mou ntain abou t 6 p. m. Thu rsday , 11 hou rs after the crash, 
when it became apparent that no help was on the way to 
rescu e him. 
No Roads in Area 
Hampered by the mu ltiple inju ries, Krau ss continu ed his 
stru ggle down the mou ntain, wending his way by pu lling 
himself along the grou nd most of the time, hoping that he 
wou ld soon come u pon someone who wou ld help him. 
Au thorities said there were no roads or paths in the area 
that might hav e made it easier for the inju red man. 
It was abou t 10:30 a. m. Friday when encou ragement 
came. As Krau ss stu mbled ou t of the woods, he was spotted 
by Robert Scott of Newbu rgh, an employ e of the Atlantic 
Coast Aggregate Corp. on Rou te 32 in this commu nity . 
Police Chief William Bailey and emergency u nits heard 
Krau ss’ story then they made their way u p the hazardou s 
mou ntain where they fou nd the wreckage and the body of 
Andro. 
A n independent inv estigation is u nder way by the Fed­ 
eral Aeronau tics Administration officials. 


Find Student’s Bo dy After Po ssible Fa ll 


G A R D IN ER 
State and cou nty au thorities today pu rsu ed an ex tensiv e 
inv estigation into the death of a 20-y ear-old college stu dent, 
whose broken body was discov ered at the foot of a 17 5 foot 
cliff on the Lake Mohonk property in this township by three 
other stu dents. 
Ulster Cou nty Coroner A rthu r C. Chipp of Kerhonkson, 
who made preliminary inv estigation Friday afternoon with 
State Police officials from Troop F headqu arters in Middle­ 
town and the Kingston zone headqu arters, said he had not 
rendered a v erdict pending fu rther probing by inv estigators. 
Victim of the tragedy was tentativ ely identified as How­ 
ard William Dav is of 4 7 School Road, Chatam, N. J. a 
stu dent at State College of Westchester, Pennsy lv ania. The 
body was remov ed to the Ulster Cou nty morgu e at Kingston 
Hospital for an au topsy by Dr. Herbert Derman, coroner’s 
phy sician. 
‘‘As of now,” Coroner Chipp said this morning, “it is 
believ ed that the y ou th fell from the cliff, bu t that is not 
definite and the inv estigation has not been conclu ded. If he 
fell from the top of the cliff he plu nged some 17 5 feet.” 
Cau se Not Disclosed 
The coroner emphasized that State Police and he are 
pressing the inv estigation. The cau se of death was not dis­ 
closed pending final determination of au thorities. 


Shortly after 3 p. m. y esterday , three stu dents were walk­ 
ing along the rocks at the foot of a cliff abou t 300 feet 
north of Rou te 4 4 -4 5 in this township, when they came 
u pon the body later identified as Dav is. The stu dents were 
identified by Chipp as Michael Chly stu m, 19; Michael 
Weinstock, also 19, of Dou glaston, and Linda Ceriello, 19, 
of Glen Cov e, L. I. Chly stu m and Weinstock are stu dents at 
Sou thampton College, and Miss Ceriello is a stu dent at New 
Paltz State College. 
Notified Au thorities 
I he stu dents notified au thorities and the coroner went 
to the scene with Capt. John Dwy er of Troop F, Middle­ 
town, Sgt. D. B. Baker and BCI Inv estigators John Salters 
and Joseph Ventriglia. Troopers said it appeared that the 
y ou th may hav e fallen throu gh trees as branches were 
snapped off a 30 foot tree near the spot where the body 
was fou nd. 
Chipp said Dav is had been climbing the mou ntainou s 
cliff alone. I he area reportedly is u sed by beginners in the 
early stages of cliff climbing. 
Dav is is a nativ e of Pittsbu rgh, Pa., where he was born 
Dec. 18, 194 8. His parents in Chatam, N. (., were notified 
and they were ex pected in Kingston today to identify the 
body of their son at the cou nts morgu e.

In the n ame of academic freedom, man y y ou n g facu lty 
members in colleges across the cou n try hav e been prom­ 
in en t in stu den t demon stration s, sit-in s, an d ev en riots. 
Radical stu den ts, of cou rse, misu sed the term for their 
own pu rposes. 
The American pu blic had begu n to won der if the col­ 
lege an d u n iv ersity facu lties had all gon e amu ck, like the 
radical stu den ts an d their sy mpathizers. The an swer has 
come from Colu mbia Un iv ersity , where stu den t riotin g 
drov e Presiden t Gray son Kirk to resign , a y ear ago, an d 
where disru ption s hav e recu rred ev er sin ce. 
A hu n dred Colu mbia facu lty members, who fu lly ex ­ 
pect their n u mber will be swelled to in clu de a large 
majority of the 5,000 facu lty members, sign ed a state­ 
men t warn in g that u n less disru ption s were halted, aca­ 
demic freedom might be destroy ed. That is a defen se 
of real academic freedom, for there is n o freedom when 
classes are disru pted an d facu lty an d stu den ts alike are 
n ot permitted to pu rsu e the work for which they came 
together. 
Su ch action s are bou n d to resu lt in sev ere 
regu lation of all learn in g cen ters or the dispersin g of 
them. 
Declarin g that the u n iv ersity “ has the obligation to 
defen d itself,” the statemen t criticized the amn esty 
gran ted stu den ts who were in v olv ed in last y ear’s dis­ 
tu rban ces. It said, “Ju stice is den ied the commu n ity if 
disciplin ary cases go u n resolv ed an d all proceedin gs 
are su bsequ en tly aban don ed.” 
Abou t the same time, Harv ard Un iv ersity was dem­ 
on stratin g its resolv e to stop disru ption in its classes. 
It ordered the arrest of fou r y ou n g men an d on e y ou n g 
woman , members of a rov in g ban d of eight radicals 
who play ed a role in the disorders at Colu mbia Un iv er­ 
sity last sprin g. 
The fiv e were n ot Harv ard stu den ts. They were ar­ 
rested after their leader shou ted down Dr. Alex In keles, 
a sociologist whose lectu res they had been harassin g. It 
was on e of a series of attempts by ou tsiders to prev en t 
professors from teachin g at Harv ard. 
We hope these two in ciden ts will pu t iron in the will 
of college an d u n iv ersity facu lties an d admin istrators to 
clear their campu ses of agitators an d get on with the 
bu sin ess of higher edu cation .

In a field as full o f emerging talent as co untry music, 
such a steady rise to fame is unusual fo r any star. In 
Charley ’s case, it is little sho rt o f spectacular. The o nly 
o ther black musician to gain po pularity in co untry music 
recently was Ray Charles— and Ray ’s brand o f c 
SC w was 
far clo ser to blues than it was to the usual so und o f co un­ 
try music. 
What is ahead fo r Charley Pride? He has musical talent. 
In a field o f music which bo asts o f the quantity , rather 
than the quality , o f its singers, he has pro v ed that he is no 
o ne-reco rd sensatio n who will v anish at the slightest co mpe­ 
titio n. Ho wev er, so me wo nder if he has no t had to pay to o 
great a price fo r his success thus far. 
What o f Future 
There is no way o f kno wing whether Charley Pride co n­ 
scio usly imitates the sty le o f white co untry singers in o rder to 
gain acceptance in a field where a man’s so ngs are o ften 


better-kno wn than his face. In this case, the day is pro bably 
appro aching fast when he will decide, like Ray Charles, to 
reclaim his musical heritage. Certainly in this time o f in­ 
creased black awareness, there must be many pressures o n 
him to do so . Very pro bably he has the ability to mo v e o ut 
o f the limited, and limiting, field o f co untry music. 
Whatev er 1 96 9 has in sto re fo r Charley , he can take 
“ pride” in hav ing bro ught to millio ns o f co untry fans the 
realizatio n that the “ co untry ” belo ngs to peo ple o f all races. 
He has o pened the gates o f die Co untry Music Hall o f 
Fame to o ther talented black singers who perhaps had hesi­ 
tated to enter the field because it was believ ed to be purely 
a v ariety o f white music. 
And co untry music can take “ pride” in hav ing Intro ­

T H IS W EEKEND will tell the tale on whether or not 
the efforts of three (or four) Republican candidates for 
mayor hav e been worthwhile. The Democrats, to a lesser 
degree, will be equally activ e and perhaps the results of 
their efforts this weekend may force the Republicans to burn 
up the phone lines next weekend. 
All indications point to a fairly ev en race between 
J im Tyrrell, J ohn Mayone and Cliff Bunting on the Re­ 
publican side.

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Paltz Choral Clinic 
A highly musical weekend is coming up 
on the State University College campus at 
New Paltz. The 20th Annual Choral Clinic, 
an undertaking that has earned its share

This year’s Clinic will feature 150 care­ 
fully chosen student singers from eastern 
New York and Long Island high schools.

The maple sy ru p manu factu ring 
started with Franklin’s u ncle many y ears ago 
and was assu med by the elder Rider in 1934 .

o f the o peratio n, serv icing lo cal cu sto mers o f 
lo ng standing. 
Essentially the tried and tru e metho ds o f 
maple sy ru p pro du ctio n are emplo y ed by the 
Riders. Abo ut o ne half o f the harv est is carried 
o u t with ho o ded tin pails attached to the 
su ccu lent trees. Mo re mo dern metho ds o f plas­ 
tic tu bing fro m tree to ho lding tanks are u sed 
where grav ity feed is feasible. There are 500 
taps o v er a two mile area in the Rider su gar- 
bu sh. 
No lo nger do o x en o r ho rses cart the u n­ 
refined pro du ct to the pro cessing plant o v er 
co rn sno w and mu ddy trail. No w the tracto r 
and trailer do the transpo rtatio n bit. 
The metho d o f refinement remains basically 
the sam e thro u gh the y ears. Tho u gh the sap 
is piped into the shed thro u gh plastic ho ses, 
the pro cess o f sap to sy ru p is still o ne o f time 
and patience. There is no mo dern metho d o f 
speeding the transitio n. 
It takes o ne ho u r to make a gallo n o f 
pancake to pping fro m the raw sap and the 
ratio is 4 0 gallo ns bo iled do wn to pro du ce 
that amo u nt o f the real maple sy ru p. Last 
y ear the Riders pro du ced 100 gallo ns o f the 
finished pro du ct fo r lo cal cu sto mers and that’s 
a lo t o f bo iling. 
Pro cessing entails a three stage ev apo ratio n 
v at plu s the finishing pan where the sweetness 
and light are refined to the fancy and ex tra­ 
fancy qu ality ex pected by cu sto mers o f lo ng 
standing. 
The dregs o r dark sy ru p is shipped to a 
distribu tio n po int at Bainbridge where thro u gh 
a co o p it is channeled to to bacco m anu fac­ 
tu rers seeking a “ maple flav o r” and to the 
m akers o f simu lated maple sy ru p pro du cts. A 
go o d 
share o f the Bainbridge co o p gleanings 
go to Vermo nt which makes the claim o f being 
the maple state bu t has to bo rro w fro m New 
Yo rk fo r pro o f o f the pu dding. 
Like mo st fru its o f the field, the maple 
sap to sy ru p pro cess is entirely reliant o n the 
weather. A go o d 
cro p depends o n the co mbi­ 
natio n o f night time lo ws in the 
20’s and a 
qu ick warming trend du ring the day light ho u rs 
to stimu late the flo w o f sap. A week o r so ago * 
o peratio ns were bro u ght to a standstill by 
persistent co ld, night and day . 
The metho ds may be u pdated with plastic 
tu bing and mo to rized transpo rtatio n. Electric 
beaters may replace the steady hand o f the 
co nstant stirrer bent o n making maple cream 
o r su gar. Tho u gh semi au to m ated o peratio ns 
may enter the field o f maple pro du cts, there 
is no replacement fo r the basic ingredients o f 
weather and patience in achiev ing the peren­ 
nial spring time treat which spells "u mm m 
go o d” in American.

Nature's Spirits: A Far-Out Sextet 
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PHOTOGRAPHER IS REFLECTED In shades worn by straw-hatted 
Michael Berardi, founder and leader of NATURE'S SPIRITS, a swinging new 
musical group in this area. Berardi does his thing on guitar and clarinet; 
currently works out of Woodstock where he settled in after summering at 
Group 212. 


The rocking policy of the Academy Theatre 
in New Paltz has paved the way for a Sunday 
Concert that should have appeal to lovers of 
music throughout Ulster County. The theatre 
is presenting live entertainment instead of the 
usual film fare tomorrow, March 23, at 3 p. m. 
On stage will be a musical group that boasts 
a variety of talents criss crossing jazz and 
avante garde fields. 
"N ature’s Spirits" is the name of the ag­ 
gregation and it includes six musicians, most 
of whom are equally adept on more than one 
instrument. There’s Michael Berardi on guitar 
and clarinet; Earl Cross on trumpet, ttugel- 
horn, E flat alto horn and flutes; and Jum a 
handling African percussion, soprano saxophone 
and flutes. Bass and melodica are the domains 
of Steven Tintweiss; and Richard Youngstein 
and Randy Kaye make up the remainder of 
the group on bass and percussion respectively. 
The sextet’s credits read like a page out 
of Downbeat. Percussionist Randy Kaye has 
played with Duke Ellington, and many musi­ 
cians of a younger generation, including the 
highly acclaimed Roswell Rudd. Presently a 
member of the David Izenson/Perry Robinson 
Uni Trio, he also composes and arranges. He 
studied with Aaron Copland, one of the greatest 
composers and conductors of our time. From 
the classical Copland to the rockin’ 
FUGS 
posed no problem for Kaye. He wrote and a r­ 
ranged most of the 
music for the 
FUGS’ 
latest Reprise album (still to be released) and 
also plays drums for the recording. 
Bass player Richard Youngstein is a de­ 
gree holder from the University of Missouri and 
Hunter College. His M.A. has kept him teaching 
music in East Bronx schools in recent years, 
but he has also found time to work with such 
groups as those of Bill Dixon. Robin Kenyatta, 
Lee Konitz, Roswell Rudd. Bob Pozar and many 
others. 
Earl Cross is a total musician who came 
up the river from St. Louis, led his own quin­ 
tet out west before heading east two years 
ago. He plays trumpet. E flat alto horn, flugel- 
hom and flutes equally well; has worked with 
Sun Ra and His Solar/Nature Arkestra, the 
Noah Howard Ensemble, Sonny Simmons Depth 
Probers, Burton Green Quartet and many other 
"avant garde" groups. He has recorded for 
black poet LeRoi Jones’ Company in Newark 
and New York’s Douglas records. 
Very much a New Jazz player is Steven Tint­ 
weiss, who has lent his bass and melodica 
talents to such groups as those headed by Bur­ 
ton Green, Frank Wright and the Jazz Compos­ 
ers Orchestra over the past five years. He has 
recorded with both Green and Wright and can 
be heard on numerous ESP and Columbia 
records. His own Purple Why has appeared in 
many concerts in Manhattan over the past two 
years, and he is also a composer, arranger and 
singer. 
An exciting and original musician is Juma, 
who played African percussion, soprano sax 
and flutes with most of the "free music" play­ 
ers on the West Coast before coming to New 
York two years ago. He’s been heard with 
Albert and Don Ayler, Pharoah Sanders, Noah 
Howard and Sonny Sirnmons, with whom he re­ 
cently made a record.
